‘Lines Up Solid for Laurier. 


Ottawa, Dec. 18.—The Union gov- 
ernment has won a decisive victory 
at the polls. At an early hour this 
morning practically complete returns 
from the eastern provinces and re- 
sults not quite so complete from the 
west indicate that apart from the 
soldiers’ vote to be counted in Jan- 
uary, the government will have 4a 
majority in excess of 40. 

_ The provinces east of the Ottawa 
river more than verified the predict- 
ions of those who believed that the 
Unionists and Liberals would break 
about even, but Ontario and the west 
proved a surprise. The opposition 
counted-on at least-20 seats from On- 
tarlo, and only got half that number.

ITALIANS HOLDING 
CONTROLLING HEIGHTS 
ABOVE THE PASSES 


DESPERATE ATTEMPTS OF THE 
ENEMY TO BREAK THROUGH 
TO THE PLAINS ARE 
IN VAIN. 


Headquarters of the Italian Army in 
Northern Italy, Dec. 15.—After a heavy 
sacrifice of men and five days of con- 


tinuous fighting, the enemy has suc- 


ceeded in making a slight) advance, 

bringing his position up to Caprille 
Hill, just east of the Brenta — river. 
This represents an advance of about 
three-quarters of a mile, its chief im- 
portance being that Caprille is one 
of the dominating heights at the head 
of the San Lorenzo valley leading 
southward to the plains toward which 
the enemy is persistently exerting all 
his pressure. 

As his chief effort the previous 
week was to gain command of the 
passes west of the Brenta river, so al! 
his attention in the last week has been 
given to the passes on the east bank. 
The fighting during the last five days 
has been heavy, and at times desper- 
ate for control of strategic positions. 


HEAPS OF ENEMY DEAD. 


The struggle yesterday and today 
took on a double aspect, with the Ital- 
fans attacking on the right of Mount 
Pertica, occupied by the enemy, while 
the Austrians concentrated their at- 
tacks on the left around Mount Brenta 
and {its neighbouring hill Caprille. The 
Alpinis again distinguished themselves 
in charges up the slopes of Pertica in 
an effort to redeem the hill ,but, while 
all reports agree that heaps of enemy 
dead marked the course of the Alpini 
assaults, they were unable to main- 


* tain their position at the summit, ex- 


posed to the sweep of enemy batteries. 
Austrian attacks on the left were 
twice repulsed, but late yesterday with 
a large addition of fresh troops, the 
Austrians got to the summit of Cap- 
rille, while the Italian lines were cor- 
respondingly drawn back. Although 
Caprille is at the head of San Lorenzo 
valley, the passage along this valley 
is controlled by the heights on boh 
Sides held by the Italians.

In the“latter constituency 
his successful opponent was Lucien 
Cannon. The defeat of these two

ITALY I$ TAKING

GOVERNMENT WISE TO NECES- 
SITY OF STOPPING GERMAN 
PROPAGANDA. 


Rome, Dec. 12.--The Italian govern- 
ment and police have at last awak- 
ened to the necessity of taking drastic 
measures against German propagan- 
da. The first fruits of this added 
vigilance have been the arrest of a 
Roman newspaper man, Aldo Chierioi. 
who participated in the excursion of 
Italian journalists to Germany before 
Italy entered the war. Chierioi con- 
tinued his anti-war campaign after 
the war was declared and is now pay- 
ing the penalty of his acts. 

The police also searched the office 
of the socialist paper Avanti of Milan, 
arresting one member of the stafY and 
the secretary of the Milanese socialist 
organization who were believed to be 
implicated in the falsification of pass- 
ports for Switzerland, which is the 
centre of German intrigues in Europe 
against the Allies. 

Four ex-deputies of the Italian 
chamber have been arrested in con- 
nection with the Bolo affair. Turmel 
and Schoeller, who figured in the 
French revelations, seem to bave as- 
sociates in Italy. The wife of Dr.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section oi available 
Dominion land in Manitova, Sask- 
tchewan -or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at tne Vom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suo-Agency 
for the District. Entry hy proxy 
may be made at any Domiion L.ands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
On certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. DPre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. |)utics—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. I.ive stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cef- 
tain conditions.

THE URGENT NEED 
OF HOG-RAISING 


Addresses iy W. F. Stevens 
and H. W. Wood 


It is very much to be regretted that 
the severely cold weather prevented a 
large attendance of farmersandtowns- 
people at the very important meting 
held on Saturday last in the City Hall.. 
The two principal speakers, Mr. W. 
F. Stevens, the Provincial Livestock 
Commissioner, and Mr. H. W. Wood, 
president of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, gave admirable acklresses, 
which were followed closely and with 
great interest by those _ present. 
Mayor Smith presided at the meet- 
ing and opened the proceedings with 
appropriate introductory remarks. He 
then called upon the Provincial Live- 
stock Commissioner. 


Mr. Stevens said that he was not 
one who belived that any good pur- 
pose was served by always painting 
the situation in glowing colours. In 
his mind truth was more desirable 
than unjustified optimism. He stated 
that all reliable information that was 
being received at the present time 
would point to the present situation 
being a very critical one, and that 
this was particularly true with regard 
to the food situation. 

The need of meat and fats in Eur- 
ope, not only for the army, but for 
the peoples of Britain, France and 
Italy, was rapidly becoming an acute 
problem. The speaker, in discussing 
the production of beef, pointed out 
that this in itself was highly desir- 
able, and was serving a useful end, 
but that time was now an important 
feature, and where it was desirable 
to raise huge quantities of meat with- 
in a limited period, cattle had to give 
place to the hog. He instanced that 
a cow would raise a calf weighing 
200 lbs at a year, which would dress 
considerably less, whereas the aver- 
age family of a sow would weigh half 
a ton. Hogs, Mr. Stevens pointed out, 
had decreased in the Allied Countries 
alarmingly. He cited the facts that 
whereas in Canada we have approx- 
imately three million hogs, in  Ger- 
many, quite apart from those held by 
the farmers,there are four million hogs 
raised and cared for by the people 
in the towns. The speaker did not 
wish to suggest that Canadian City 
authorities should permit the keeping 

jof swine in the centre of the cities,

but he saw no possible harm in people 
iiving. in the suburbs and the outside 
subdivisions keeping two or three 
aogs. He pointed out that this woulc 
de & means Of using to good purpos< 
-housands of tons of waste produst: 
‘rom the kitchens and gardens, at 
present utterly lost. Mr. Stevens said 
‘we now come to the everlasting ques 
tion of hog prices,” and proceeded to 
liscuss the question from many point: 
of view. He explained, in the first in- 
stance, that the Calgary market fo 
2 considerable time had been slightly 
aigher than it should have been, in 
‘lew of the current prices at Winm 
veg. He pointed out that if the ulti: 
mate market of Alberta hogs and hog 
Jroducts is eastward, clearly the Cal. 
Zary market price at any given date 
should be rather less than ot ‘“Vinni- 
deg, whereas, as a matter of fact, it 
aad frequently been higher. The 
-eason for this state of things, the 
speaker explained, was due to the 
fact that the Toronto packers would 
vid sufficient on the Toronto market 
to hold the offerings fur their own use 
(that is, to prevent them being ship- 
ped to United States points), and then 
make up any additional small quan- 
tity they might desire by buying on 
the Calgary market. He explained 
that to achieve their purpose they 
would, if necessary, bid up the Cal- 
gary market to a fictitious figure. 
He then, at some length, explained 
the position the other day on the Cai- 
gary market when there were no buy- 
ers,and assured hisaudiencethat while 
it was a regrettable incident, it was 
not, from the farmers’ point of view, 
4s serious as some believed. What 
he desired farmers to bear in mind is 
that in spite of anything the buyers 
can do on the western Canadian mar. 
kets, there is always the Chicago mar- 
ket behind the scenes to protect the 
farmer. The explanation of this was 
| that, if need be, the offerings of hogs 
at Calgary can be disposed of through 
Chicago, and the worst the’ farmer 
sould receive would be the Chicago 
price less the freight. Mr. Stevens 
pointed out that a minimum price on 
hogs, a thing often asked for by far 
mers, was a question of such a diffi- 
cult nature that no Government, as 
yet, had solved the problem. He 
could only give farmers the benefit of 
ais own firm conviction that hog 
prices would follow the natural trend 
of the coarse grain prices, and that 
no man need be afraid that the rais- 
ing of swine would be an unprofitable 
venture. 

Mr. Stevens then spoke as to wha‘ 
che consumers could do for their coun- 
try and the allied cause in the matter 
of conserving for shipment those por- 
tions of the hog most urgently needed 
for the army in the field, and the 
peoples of Britain, France, and Italy. 
He explained that the bacon portions 
of the hog were most suitable for cur. 
ing and shipment as all bone was re- 
moved and they were virtually one 
aundred per cent. food. He asked 
people to avoid the use of bacon and 
to use rather hams, shoulders, etc., 
a change that surely would not mean 
a great privation. 

Mr. Stevens explained to his audi- 
ence that so important was the mes 
sage that he and Mr. Wood had to 
give in their series of meetings, and 
so urgent was it that quick action 
should be taken along the lines sug- 
gested, that they had both cancelled 
other important engagements, and 
were giving themselves whole heart- 
edly to the cause. 

Mr. Wood, who followed, spoke ably 
and convincingly. He said the 
present situation was a very serious 
one. With Russia out of the fight, 
Roumania is placed in the position 
where she is virtually forced to also 
sue for peace. The hope of Germany 
is first to crush Italy and then to turn 
and concentrate all her forces on the 
Allies’ last hope the Western front. 


Mr. Wood said that as chief executor 
of the farmers’ organization he was no 


politician but that he was not over- 
stepping the mark when he: stated 
that the allied cause required three 
things: Fighting men, Ships, and 
Food. 

The speaker then discussed the dif- 
ferent methods used by Germany, and 
the only possible method in a country 
ander the British °flag, ‘in achieving 
lesired results. He pointed out that 
in Germany organization was carried 
to a high art: that the people appar- 
zntly were willing to be ordered as 
‘o what they should do, and that offi- 
‘laldom reigned supreme. Under this 
system the crops are being raised as 
isual in spite of the fact that no able 
sodied Germans are working in their 
‘roduction. The laborers are women, 
hildren, aged men and two million 
risoners of war. They have sent 
‘ut expert agricultural organizers in- 
o Serbia and conquered portions of 
ther countries, who instruct the peo- 
‘le how to cultivate their own fields 
scientifically. Behind this civil in- 
tructor is always a requisite force 
f German soldiers to see that the in- 
tructions are carried out. In our free 
ountrkes, Mr. Wood pointed out, or- 
sanization as understood in Germany 
3 impracticable. Co-operation 
e the substitute to get results for 
he good of the individual and the 
sood of all. 

Mr. Wood then went carefully into 
igures as to the world’s wheat supply, 
roth last year and this. He pointed 


ut that stocks in Europe were being bd 


amentably reduced and that the sur- 


jus of the other wheat producing LE 
ountries was not sufficient to make 


tp the deficiency. Quite apart, how- 
‘ver, from the exportable surplus of 
he different countries, Mr. Wood ex- 
jained that owing to the difficulty 
£ sparing ships, only those on the 
\merican continents could really be 
‘onsidered. For instance, Australia 
iad some surplus wheat last year and 
vill have again this, but the sea trip 
3 too long to permit of sufficient ships 
-eing spared to carry to England more 
han a very small quantity of the 
\ustralian surplus. This state of 
hings really reduces the countries 
hat can produce wheat and ship the 
urplus to England to three, viz., Can- 
da, the United States, and the Ar- 
‘entine, and of these, last year, the 
\rgentine had no surplus. The great- 
st responsibility therefore rests upon 
‘anada to produce the largest pos- 
ible crop of wheat at this time. Mr. 
Vood said that he was fully alive to 
he fact that the Red Deer district 
3 not a wheat raising one-—as indeed 
3 equally true of his own district of 
‘Sarstairs. Under these circumstances 
1e certainly could not urge farmers 
o plate large acreages Into wheat. 
some, however, possessed fields that 
vould raise wheat in the usual way, 
snd he certainly would suggest in 
‘uch cases that wheat be sown, npt 
mly for the profit in wheat crops at 
he present time, but for the good of 
he cause. In other words, he Justl- 
led farmers taking a little gamble 
n raising wheat where there seemed 
t reasonable chance of success. 

Mr. Wood then turned to the ques- 
ion of hogs, confirming what the Live- 
stock Commissioner had said with 
‘egard to making a fixed or minimum 
diice. As one of those to whom the 
vroblem of fixing the minimum price 
om wheat was given, he desired to 
assure his audience how difficult had 
yeen their task. In the case of hogs 
-he difficulty was increased from every 
ingle. Leaving the question of fixed 
prices entirely aside, the speaker said 
chat he was confident that swine pro- 
juction would be profitable to the far- 
mer in the future, as in the past. He 
reminded farmers that for the past 
two or three years they had question- 
ed the wisdom of putting “high 
priced grain into cheap hogs,” and 
that their fears had been ungrounded 
avery year. In the ordinary way of 
things the markt price for hogs wauld 
tollow those of the grains upon which 
they were fed. The speaker urged 
patriotic, broadminded vision—mak- 
ing it very clear that at this hour of 
his country’s need no farmer should 
permit the purely mercenary business 
juestion of profit to blind him as to 
ais duty. 

With regard to the Class 1 men, the 
farmer who has been excused his 
luty as a soldier to serve his country 
instead on his own farm, Mr. Wood 
spoke in no uncertain manner, These 
young farmers, Mr. Wood pointed out, 
nad not been excused because they 


were farmers, or for any reason, ex- i 


‘ept that their country needed certain 
toodstuffs that they were in a posi- 
tion to produce. Exempted from Mili- 
tary Service, the hazard and discom- 
forts of a soldier's life, and the small 
remuneration that he receives, were 
these men, Mr. Wood asked, in a 
position to debate whether they should 
raise the hogs their country needed 
or sell their coarse grains because 
they thought it might be more pro- 
fitable? Mr. Wood could not see that 
in such cases the questions of busi- 
ness and profit need be considered. 
These farmers were on their land to 
raise what was most urgently re- 
quired of them and they should do so. 
Mr. Wood cited the case of his own 
two sons who had been exempted as 
farmers. He asked his audience the 
yuestion, supposing he were to dis- 
cuss with his sons their operations for 
next year and omit the raising of the 
maximum amount of hogs (upon the 
possibility that a little more profit- 
might be made another way) what 
kind of: patriot would he be?

SETTING UP THE TREE 


The easiest way to hold the Christ- 
mas tree in position, if the tree is not 
too large and heavy, {is to insert the 
trunk into a hole through the bottom 
of a wooden box, and either paint this 
box green or red or cover it with green 
or red paper. 

A starch box will hold up a small 


tree perfectly, but a somewhat bigger 
box must be chosen for one of larger 


growth. If, in spite of all precautions 


the tree seems too heavy and is in- 
clined to wobble, weight the box on 
each side with heavy stones. Some- 
times the box is filled with sand, the 
trunk placed in that, and then the 


wooden cover is nailed in place to 


make all very solid. 

If one has any talent for carpentry, 
even of the roughest sort, an effective 
support can be made by nailing two 


in the shape of a 


square cross, holding the tree upon 
this and nailing cleats to hold both 
tree and support until it stands firm- 


ly. 

A very pretty effect can be obtained 
by covering ,the support of the tree 
and the floor directly around it with 
white cotton batting on which silver 
dust or the strips of silver tinsel called 


“rain” in most shops have been sprink- 
led. This makes the tree look as if 
it was growing in a bunch of snow 
glittering in the sun.

TWO AUSTRIAN 
BATTLESHIPS ARE 
SUNK BY TOAPEDO 


New York, Dec. 13.—The — torpe- 
doing of two Austrian battieships in 
the harbour of Trieste by Italian tor- 
pedo*craft on the night of December 
9 is reported in a messaze received 
here today by Commander C. Pfister, 
of the Italian navy. The information 
was contained in a telegram received 
by Commander Pfister from Capt. L. 
Vannutelli, the naval attache of the 
Italian embassy at Washington. 

“After successfully crossing several 
obstructions and mine fields,” the dis- 
patch said, “the Italian torpedo craft 
entered the harbor of Trieste, where 
they fired four torpdoes against two 
Austrian men-of-war of the Monarch 
type. All the torpedoes reached their 
targets and exploded. 

“Though the most intense artillery 
flre was concentrated against the at- 
tacking torpedo boats and though tor- 
pedoes were fired against them all 
our units returned safely to their 
home bases.” 

A London dispatch received Wednes- 
day quoted a Vienna official statement 
as saying that the Austrian battleship 
Wien was sunk on Sunday night, the 
date mentioned {n the foregoing com- 
munication. Most of the crew were 
saved, the London message stated. 
The waters in which the vessels were 
sunk was not stated however. 

The Wien is a ship of the Monarch 
type. The Wien, Monarch, and Buda- 
pest were built in 1895 and 1896. They 
displaced 5,600 tons and were regis- 
tered as carrying 441 men. They were 
323 feet long and 56 feet beam. They 
were armed with four nine-inch and 
e9 guns of smaller calfbre. 


PREMIER DISCUSSES 
HALIFAX DISASTER 
AS EYE-WITNESS 


RUSHED TO SCENE OF TRAGEDY 
AND FOUND MOST COMPLETE 
DESOLATION IN THE OLD 
CANADIAN CITY. 


Ottawa, Dec. 13.—Sir Robert: Bor- 
den returned to the capital shortly be- 
fore midnight. When asked concern- 
ing the disaster at Halifax, the prime 


minister told of how reports reached 


him first at Summerside, and then at 
Charlottetown, of the cancellation of 
his meetings and the trip by special 
train to’ Halifax. He relates the early 
difficulties of the situation and his 
visits to the hospitals, where he found 
many pitiful scenes, but the courage 
and fortitude of the injured was won- 
derful. 

Premier Borden tells of some of the 
incidents, among them is the follow- 
Ing: 

“A fine young man of Acadian des- 
cent, Barney Luaforte, drove me by 
motor with wonderful skill through 
the blinding blizzard which prevailed

“From all parts of the world sym- 
pathy has come forth to the afflicted 
population of Halifax, and that sym- 
pathy has found expression in the 
magnificent aid which has come from 
so many quarters.

The shock 
was felt as far away as Charlottetown 
and glass was broken in windows at 
Truro, 61 miles distant. In several 
polling subdivisions: of the city not a 
house remains; the enumerators have 
been killed and the electors § are 
housed somswhere in the city. In 
some cases buildings not completely 
demolished have been twisted and 
warped into most curious shapes as 
if by the mad freaks of an evil giant 
Appzrently there was a minor prelim- 
inary explosion and many persons 
rushed to the windows just before the 
final tremendous explosion occurred. 
Instantly the glass was shattered into 
countless myriads of minute  frag- 
ments and driven so forcibly as to 
render countenances almost unrecog- 
nisable with minute scars. Thus in 
many cases there has been loss of 
eyesight as the glass was driven with 
such force that, notwithstanding the 
voluntary closing of the eyelids, min- 
ute fragments penetrated the eyeball. 
Massachusetts has sent celebrated 
eye specialists who have already given 
most effective aid and service.”

HOTEL & Coman 
"SAVING IS LARGE 


Reports from thirty-three large 
hotels and restaurants throughout the 
Dominion, out of 16,500 public eating 
places, show a saving for October, 
1917, of 263,000 pounds, or 121% tons. 
The report received represents 400,000 
or only a small fraction of the hun- 
dreds of millions of meals consume 
in Canada during the month. While it 
would be. unsafe to make any definite 
estimate as to the total saving in bee? 
and bacon, it will be realized that such 
gaving has been remarkable, running 
into thousands of tons in the course 
of a year. 

To make as accurate a comparison 
as possible, statistics have been gath- 
ered and compiled shoving the actual 
consumption of bacon beef, fish, flour, 
etc., during October of this year and 
October of the year 1916. These fig- 
ures measure the effect of the food 
controller's work, and particularly of 
the regulations to conserve beef,-bacon 


and white flour. A 


The per capita consumption ‘of: fish 
in the public eating places shows an 
increase of 25 per cent over the fig- 
ures for the corresponding month of 
last year. It is now at the rate of 118 
pounds per annum per capita’ It is 
not known what was the correspond: 
ing rate before the war, but the per 
capita annual consumption of fish in 
the homes, as well as the restaurants 
consumption, has been largely in- 
creased by the campaign for conser- 
vation of beef and bacon. 


The per capita consumption of beef 
in the public eating places reporting 
is nearly 45 per cent- lower than a 
year ago, while bacon consumption 
has been cut in half. A considerable 
saving of white flour is shown,  es- 
pecially for the cities of Halifax and 
Toronto. In each of six ‘hotels and 
restaurants, more than a ton of wheat 
flour was saved, as compared with the 
aniount used In October, 1916. There 
is a marked tendency towards an in- 
creased use of cornmeal and oatmeal. 


Returns from Calgary show a not- 
able reduction in the consumption of 
bacon, and even more surprising is the 
reduction In the consumption of ham. 
One establishment in Calgary reports 
only 97 pounds of ham served in Oct- 
ober, 18i., as agasust 677 pounds in 
the corresponding month of last year. 
There nas, however, been a large in- 
crease in the use of pork. Less beef 
has keen served but more lamb and 
mutton. Returns from Edmonton,in- 
dicate a large increase in the use of 
cornn:eal, and a substantial decrease 
in the amount of beef, bacon, ham, and 
pork served, together with an increas- 
ed us2 of poultry and game. The con- 
sumption of fish has been nearly 
doubled. 

Reports from representative eating 
piaces in British Columbia show a 
decrease in beef, bacon, and ham, ‘but

Winnipeg returns show a saving in 
white flour, beef, bacon, and ham. 
The consumption of pork is almost 
stationary, while more fish, poultry, 
and game are being used. One Winni- 
peg establishment reports its consump- 
tion of beef, bacon and ham reduced 
from 4,259, 407, and 535 pounds, re- 
spectively, to 1,938, 124, and 63 pounds 
respectively. This same establish- 
ment used 392 pounds of cornmeal in 
October, 1917, as compared with only 
49 pounds in the same month last year. 
The consumption of oatmeal was little 
changed, and unfortunately, there was 
considerable increase in the amount 
of wheat meal used. 

Figures from Fredericton, N.B., are 
only approximate. They show a de- 
crease of 15 per cent in the consump- 
tion of beef, 30 per cent in the con- 
sumption of ham, and about 10 per 
cent in the consumption of bacon. 
Use of cornmeal! has increased. 

From Halifax comes splendid re- 
ports of decreased consumption of 
white flour, beef, bacon, ham, pork, 
and an increased use of fish. 

Figures from Ottawa indicate a re- 
duction of more than 20 per cent in 
the consumption of beef and bacon. 
with an even larger reduction in the 
use of ham. An} increase of well over 
40 per cent in the use of fish is re- 
ported. Very much more oatmeal is 
being used than a year ago, and aiso 
more cornmeal. 

Neturns from Toronto show that the 
consumption of beef, in the public eat- 
ing places from whom returns have 
been received, has been reduced to 
less than half. A saving in bacon is 
also reported, but perhaps the most 
remarkable feature of the returns is 
the curtailment in the use of white 
flour, amounting to more than 40 per 
cent. This average, of course, will 
not apply to all the eating places in 
Toronto, but it does show a tendency 
on the part of the hotel and restaur- 
an proprietors to increase the use of 
substitutes for white bread. There 


has been an increase of about 15 per 
cent in the per capita Consumption of 
fish. One establishment reports that 
its monthly consumption of cornmeal 
has been increased from 100 to 400 
pounds. The consumption of oatmeai 
has more than doubled. Less meat of 
all kinds is being used, and more poul- 
try and fish. Another establishment 
which served a large number of meals 
has more than doubled its use of fish, 
and is now using only one-ninth as 
much ham and one-fifth as much 
becon as it did a year ago. Its con- 
su.nption of beef has been reduced by 
one-third. Reports from other parts 
of Ontario are also extremely gratify- 
ing. , 

In Montreal, one large establish- 
ment reports its consumption of beef 
reluced from 5,486 pounds to 949 
pounds. It is using only about one- 
quarter as much ham as it did a year 
ago. The consumption of poultry and 
game was increased by nearly 50 per 
cent,as a substitute for meat. 

Reports from Regina show the con- 
suinption of bacon almost cut in half, 
while a large saving has been effected 
in beef, ham, and ~hite fiflour. 


THE YULETIDE LOG 


Christmas eve is the time to put 
the Yule log on the fire. In old times 
{t was the custom to bring it into the 
house with great ceremony and merri- 
ment. 

The Yule 10K is always lighted with 
a brand of the last year’s log, which 
was carefully preserved for the pur- 
pose. The burning of the log had the 
effect of purifying the house of evil 
spirits. It must be lighted therefore, 
with clean hands. 

With the Yule log went the Christ- 
mas candles, which were ignited at 
the same time and placed- wreathed 
with evergreen, in the most conspic- 
uous portion of the room. In Catholic 
times the candles were often of three. 
branches, signifying the Trinity.

SIR MACKENZIE BOWELL 
IS DEAD AT THE AGE 
OF NINETY-FOUR 


FIFTY YEARS OF HIS LIFE WAS 
SPENT IN THE SERVICE OF 
THE PEOPLE. 


FORMER PREMIER OF DOMINION 


Belleville, Dec. 11—Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, the’ “Grand Old Man” of Can- 
ada, died at his home here at 7.40 last 
evening, after a week’s illness, during 
which the end was momentarily ex- 
pected. Although in his ninety-fifth 
year, his general health had remained 
good and his mental activity unim- 
paired until very recently. His eldest 
gon, Collector J. M. Bowell, of H.M.'s 
Customs, Vancouver, arrived in time 
to join the family circle at his father’s 
deathbed prior to the passing of the 
venerable Parliamentarian and public- 
ist. 

A career of unprecedented activity 
in his country’s cause extending over 
three-fourths of a century was closed 
with the death of Lieut.-Col. the Hon. 
Sir Mackenzie Bowel, K.C.M.G., P.C., 
one-time Prime Minister of Canada, a 
notable figure in national parliament- 
ary affairs for the greater portion of 
his eventful life, pioneer and past 
leader of Dominion Orangeism, and 
dean of Canadian journalism. Sir 
Mackenzie showed the calibre of man 
he was when at the ‘not too old to 
fight for the empire again,” he offered 
as one of the first volunteers for Col. 
McDougall’s Forestry battalion. He 
was an old soldier, he said—but not 
too old. He had seen service on the 
frontier during the troublous period 
of 1864-5, and during the Fenian raid 
of 1866, winning his way up by pro- 
motion stages to the colonelcy of the 
49th Battalion. 

Not least among the many distinc- 
tions enjoyed by Sir Mackenzie was 
that of ranking as the oldest working 
newspaper man of America, and so 
fur as is known, of the world. He 
remained in harness until the end, 
The Belleville “Intelligencer” during 
the present campaign publishing art- 
icles in support of the Unionist cause 
and numerous editorials bearing the 
impress of its venerable editor’s style 
and personality. 

SPOKE AGAINST RECIPROCITY. 

Sir Mackenzie was from his earliest 
manhood an ardent Conservative, and 
on the platform in Hastings and ad- 
joining counties he advocated in an 
able and highly effective manner the 
principles of his party in many hard- 
fought contests during many years. 
He never sought election to the Muni- 
cipal Council of Belleville, but he took 
a deep interest in education, and was 
for a long term of years chairman of 
the Public School Board. He was also 
among his other public activities, Pre- 
sident of the West Hastings Agricult- 
ural Society, and was financially in- 
terested in several local industries. 

So vigorous was Sir Mackenzie 
that he made many speeches in op- 
position to the reciprocity agreement 
and up to quite recently he attended 
and spoke at public functions in var- 
ious parts of the country. 


MEMBER FOR 25 YEARS. 


At the first general election for the 
House of Commons after Confedera- 
tion, Mackenzie Bowell was elected 
for North Hastings and continued to 
represent this riding for twenty-five 
years, when he was called to the Sen- 
ate. On the return of the Conserva- 
tive party to power in 1878, he en- 
tered Sir John Macdonald's Cabinet 
as Minister of Customs, holding that 
portfolio for thirteen years. During 
that period the “N.P.” was developed, 
and it fell to his lot to carry the new 
system into operation. Under Sir 
John Abbott, he was Minister of Mili- 
tia, and under Sir John Thompson, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce. On 
the death of the last named states- 
man, Sir Mackenzie formed an admin- 
istration which lasted till 1896,when he 
was succeeded by Sir Charles Tupper. 

As Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Sir Mackenzie went on a mission to 
Australia in 18938, one of the results of 
which was the meeting of the Colonial 
Conference in Ottawa in 1894. Sir 
Mackenzie was made K.C.M.G. in 
1895. He was elected leader of the 
Conservative Opposition in the Sen- 
ate, August 25, 1896. 


HALIFAX ELECTION

Ottawa, Dec. 14.—Polling at Hali- 
fax will be held on January 28, the 
sume date as polling in the Yukon. 
Announcement to this effect is con- 
tained in an official statement issued 
tonight as follows: 

“The recent disaster at Halifax has 
made it impossible to hold an election 
in that city on the 17th inst. as the 
calamity which brought about these 
conditions is directly traceable to the 
war, the  governor-general-in-council 
has jurisdiction under the war meas- 
ures act to take action in the premises 
Accordingly an order-in-councH has 
been passed postponing the polling 
day in Halifax to Monday, January 28. 
The returning officer for Halifax has 
been notified accordingly.”

To the Editor of The News. 


Somewhere in France, 
November 22, 1917. 


Sir.—This is rather a difficult task 
I have set myself to do, because I am 
a very poor hand at writing a letter, 
and I only hope I shall be able to make 
myself clear. What I want to do is 
to have a knock at those “I didn't 
raise my son to be a soldier” people. 


I am 100429, Sgt. W. W. Ireland, D 


Compay, 13th Battalion Royal High- 
landers of Canada, of Red Deer. My 
wife and five children live in Red 
Deer now. I am the only man in my 
Battalion at present from Red Deer, 
and I want you to give me a Httle 
space in your paper. What has got my 
goat is the fact that at a certain gath- 
ering in Red Deer a person made a 
statement that out here in the trench- 
es the Canadian soldier was charged 
75 cents per pair for his socks. Now 
this is absolutely false, and it seems 
to me to be almost insulting to tell it 
to intelligent people, but there are a 
lot of people who will make such 
statements and a lot more who will 
believe them, and take it as an excuse 
for young fellows who do not come 
forward. The real fact about socks 
is that every platoon is provided with 
two water-proof sacks, and every day 
one comes with the rations containing 
a pair of clean dry socks, and the other 
goes back to the transport with dirty 
ones. If a man loses his he cannot 
expect to get clean ones. Moreover, 
every man when hé leaves the base 
has three pairs of socks—one he is 
wearing, and two he carries in his 
pack. Not only is such care taken of 
his feet, but of his health generally 
avery possible sanitary precaution is 
taken. 

A few words about rations. When 
averything is considered they are 
zenerous. Of course I am talking as 
in old ‘soldier, who has seen another 
zampaign and knows what it is to 
‘carry on” on semi-starvation. Mind 
i am not saying it is a picnié out here, 
‘ar from it, but what I want to assu.'e 
you is, that every effort is made t» 
sive everybody a fighting chance. You 
must always remember we have the 
enemy to reckon with, and he does 
aot hold his fire because our trans- 
port is bringing up our rations. He 
tries all he can do to destroy it, and 
ve do the same to him. In fact, we 
have got him beat at the game, and 
it really is wonderful what our trans- 
vorts do at times. Again I say I don 
want you to think I am trying to make 
out that the work out here is easy, it 
‘gs not. It is hell with the lid off, and 
we want to get it over, and get back 
to our wives and children, but we 
want them to grow up free citizens of 
1 free country, and that is what we 
ire fighting for, and don't forget that 
the fight is in Canada as well as in 
i‘rance. There are people who talk 
of peace negotiations: don't have it. 
We started with an ideal, let us stay 
with it and prove it. None realize the 
position of the women at home more 
‘than I do, and nobody wants to be 
back more than I do. Hard as the 
tot of the man might be out here, it 
is Infinitely harder for his wife. She 
earries on handicapped by his ab- 
sence and worried by the uncertainty, 
ind then has such false statements 
as 1 have mentioned to give the lie 
to, and sometimes by people who are 
supposed to know. I wish to say to 
the women who have spent so much 
love, money, and time knitting socks 
for us not to get downhearted, but to 
stay right with it, and if they don't 
get evidence of our thankfulness, take 
it for granted. We do appreciate it 
although we do not always make a 
spiel about it. You will have a slight 
idea what a task it is to deliver to 
all the boys in the muddy trenches a 
clean dry pair of socks every day. 
Mr. Editor, I have one little request 
to make to you: Before you publish 
any reports about me will you kindly 
make sure that they are absolutely 
correct. Thanking you in = anticipa- 
tion.

ARRESTED ASA 
GERMAN SPY 


Halifax, N.S., Dec. 13—John Johan- 
‘sen, helmsman of the Norwegian 
|steamer Imo, the Belgian relief ship, 
whose collision with the ammunition 
steamer Mont Blanc led to the disas- 
ter of last Thursday, was detained 
as avGerman spy suspect today. He 
was turned over to the military auth- 
orities by officials of the mass relief 
hospital, where he has been under 
treatment. 

ACTED QUEFRLY. 

On of the nurses at the hospital, a 
young woman from New York, whose 
name was not revealed, is said to have 
called the attention of the hospital 
staff to Johansen yesterday. She had 
noticed that the patient was acting 
queerly, and that he did not seem to 
be wounded. Her report resulted in 
a second examination, and the con- 
clusion was reached that the man was 
shamming illness. 

A watch was set over him, and later 
it was said that Johansen was making 
desperate efforts to leave the instit- 
ution. Surgeons reported that he had 
offered a nurse $50 if she would go 
‘out and buy him a newspaper, the 
assumption being that he had in mind 
an attempt to escape in her absence. 


PLACED UNDER GUARD. 
After that incident a military guard 
‘was placed on duty by his bed, and

| WHAT SORT OF SHELTER MARY oF A _ BETHLEHEM 


SHALL I PROVIDE 
FOR STOCK 


~ (Experimental Farms Note. 

The question of suitable shelter for 
stock during the winter is important 
from the double standpoint of cash 
expenditure for such shelter, and the 
effect of shelter, if any, in securing 
larger gains on stock for feed  con- 
sumed. ; 

Where attempts are made in this 
western country to provide shelter for 
all classes of stock, the money ex- 
pended in buildings totals a consider- 
able amount, and is withdrawn from 
the capital available for turnover in 
the stock itself. Whether or not stock 
make increased gains with expensive 
shelter is a question asked by every 
beginner, and one which, if possible 
to answer it in the negative, will make 
it much easier for many people to be- 
gin operations on a considerable scale 
with live stock. 

For several years horses, particular- 
ly the idle work horses, have been 
wintered in the open at the Lacombe 
Experimental station. Certain seas- 
ons these horses have had access to 
straw stacks, and the run of pasture 
which had not been closely eaten the 
previous season. In every such in- 
stance the horses have done remark- 
ably well, in most cases coming in 
carrying more weight than when turn- 
ed out in the fall. In the winter of 
1911-12 all the horses made gains in| 
weight, some increasing as much as 
seventy pounds during the coldest 
months. It is necessary to see that 
water is accessible, and that salt is 
provided at regular intervals. The 


usual charge made by those who take } 


horses for wintering in this way is 


one dollar per head per month, with | 


salt provided by the owner of the 
horses." 
Even where it is not possible to 


provide for the wintering of horses in, 


this manner, it has been demonstrat- 
ed that horses will come through in 
better condition by wintering in the 
open on the home farm, sheltered by a 
bluff or corral fence, than if kept in 
the stable continuous\ty or even during 
the night time only.

INTENSELY GOLD

weather is prevalent all over the 
prairie. Low temperatures recorded 
are forty below zero at dmonton and 
Saskatoon, with thirty-five below at

It is advisable to bed the corrals 
thoroughly. Labour is economized by 
being able to clean the corrals at one 
time in the spring or summer when 
the rush of work is not as great as 
at other seasons of the year; also by 
being able to feed sufficient hay at 
one time to last for days, provided the 
rack accommodation is sufficient. The 
efficiency per man for the feeding of 
cattle in the osfen is many times mul- 
tiplied as compared with his capacity 
for feeding inside. 


After some years’ experience in the 


handling of sheep, it has been thor- 
oughly proven that an open shed, fac- 
ing to the south and opening into a 
corral fenced with a six to seven fvot 
high board fence, is the best shelter 
possible. If the shed is shingled it 
will also prove serviceable and satis- 
factory at lambigg time, particularly 
if the lambs do not arrive until the 
middle of April. 

The “A” type of cabin for winter- 
ing hogs has been used at Lacombe 
both for fattening and breeding stock 
for the past three years, with excel- 
lent results. No moisture collects on 


four at Calgary and twenty-eight be- 
low at Winnipeg. At Vancouver the 
thermometer touched the freezing 
point. This is an unusually early and 
prolonged cold spell for the prairie, 
and with a shortage of domestic coal 
in sight things threaten to become 
acute. Winnipeg fuel dealers in many 
cases refuse to supply other than their 
regular patrons with American anthra- 
cite, which is $12.50 a ton loose, and 
fifty cents extra in bags. 


the roof of these cabins and not a 
single instance of rheumatism has 
developed in the large number of 
swine so wintered. Extra protection 
for winter is provided by placing the 
cabins in line within a foot of the 
woven wire fence and a foot apart. 
The spaces at the north and between 
the cabing are then filled with straw, 
the straw being up to the top of the 
roof of the cabins.

REPORT. OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON FAIR PLANS AND POLICY 
Your Committee, having carefully 

considered the situation in regard to 
the Fair and its importance to th 
community, recommends that the pro- 
gressive policy that has characterized 
the Fair in: later years, be continued, 
with such changes In the plansas shall 
make this policy fit In with the chang- 
ing conditions of the times. To this 
end we would recommend as follows: 

1. That the size of the Directorate 
be reduced in numbers, and compused 
of the following: President, 1st and 
2nd Vice-Presidents, Secretary-Treas- 
urer, and 12 Directors to be elected at 
the ‘annual meeting. 

2. That the officers an‘ directors be 
elected by ballot without nomination, 
at the said meeting. 

3. That our_delegates to the West- 
ern Canada Fairs Association be in- 
structed to hold out for the position we 
now hold in the W.C.F. circuit, be- 
tween Calgary and Edmonton. And 
further that we ask for a four days 
period, the first being taken up In pre- 
paration and placing of exhibits, 

4. That the placing of exhibits on 
the first day of the Fair be insisted 
upon. 

6, That the Women's Institutes be 
usked to take full charge of the 
Women's Work, with such help from 
the Directorate as they may require. 
And similarly that all organizations 
that can assist in making the Fair a 
real success be asked to co-operate. 

6. That industrial and commercial 
exhibits be encouraged. 

7. That the building formerly used 
by the Military Forces as Officers 
Sleeping Quarters be slightly remodel- 
led and used as the offices of the Fair 
during Fair time. 

8. That the building near the main 
dining hall in 1917, be used as 
dinning hall in 1917, be used as a 
Lecture Hall during the Fair, and that 
a programme of Lectures on Agricul- 
tural Topics by the best authorities ob- 
tainable be arranged for and conducted 
during the Fair period. 

9. That the present main entrance 
gate be used as an Exhibitors and Pass 
Gate only; that the gate in the north 
end of the grounds be closed entirely; 
and that public entrance gates be 
placed in the jog of the fence, north- 
west of the grandstand. By this ar- 
rangement autos could be packed along 
the west fence north of the entrance, 
and the Midway could be placed be- 
tween the entrance gates and the 
buildings so as not to Interfere with 
the live stock. 

10. That the professional horse 
races be discontinued entirely. That 
liberal prizes be given for harness and 
saddle classes, the judging of which 
will be staged in front of the grand- 
stand. 

J1. That the admission tothegrand- 
stund for any and all performances be 
reduced to 25c., the sume as the pad- 
dock, and that the programme of at- 


tractions in front of the grandstand be | 


arranged so as ‘to give that variety 
which is necessary to get people into 
the stand more than once. We would 
suggest amateur sports as part of-the 
programme for one day at least. 
would specially emphasize the advis- 
ability of guarding against too high 
priced attraction programmes which 
in the event of bad weather would run 
the Fair into a serious deficit, especial- 
ly during the war. 

12. That the Prize List be increased 
to the extent that may be necessary to 
qualify for the Dominion grant accord- 
ing to the present regulations, placing 
emphasis on any special classes that 
would help to draw an increased gate. 

13. That professional art and need- 
lework exhibits be placed in separate 
classes. 

14. That objectionable concessions 
be barred as far as possible, and a 
high moral tone be maintained in con- 
nection with the entire Fair.

Mr. Lindsay explained that $310 of 
the deficit was on 1916 buildings cap- 
ital account, paid in 1917. The Fair 
of 1917 practically broke even. 

A long discussion took place on the 
report of the special committee ap- 
pointed to report on the 1918 Fair. 
President Welliver reviewed the 
growth and position of the Red Deer 
Fair, and its relation to the Western 
Fair circuit: they could not well cut 
loose from all the circuit swing of 
stock and attractions: besides, the peo- 
ple would demand some attractions. 
The position was that the Dominion 
grant of $2500 towards the prize list 
was contingent upon an expenditure 
by the Red Deer board of $4000, in- 
stead o?2 $2500, as formerly, for live 
stock and grain, and this $1500 had to 
be provided for in increased receipts, 
which were not in sight to any extent, 
or economies in attractions and other 
things. Another serious consideration 
was that the Calgary dates which had 
crowded Red Deer into the last two 
days of the week in 1917, would this 
year crowd Red Deer over into the 
next week, Edmonton always started 
on the Monday, so Red Deer would 
have to fight for a week between Cal- 
gary and Edmonton and it could only 
use part of it to advantage.

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Final Appeal Judge 
Gives Ruling on 
Exemption of Farmers 


Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- 
clares it is Essential tliat there shall be No 
Diminution in Agricultural Production. 


(Published by authority of Director of Public Information, 
Ottawa.) 


Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 


father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, . 


Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 


be employed in agricultural] labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry- 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
under the provisions of the Military Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : 


“(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country and under the present conditions, there 

i should be no diminution in agricultural production. 


“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
but actually is deficient. 


“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
plicant, a competent person, who had been. habitualky 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. 


“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The sole 
ground of them is that the national interest is the better 
served by Ieeping these men at home. -The supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble 
shows, this poliey of the Military Service Act is found- 
ed) that leads the State to take men by compulsion and 
put them in the fighting line requires that men shall be 
kent at hon:e who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the Staie te maintain the full efficiency of the coin- 
batant forces, and whose places cannet be taken by 
others not within the class called out.”
